Gkntlemkn, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  General  Sanitary  Condition 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1921. 

The  Birth-rate  has  fallen  from  25*08  per  1,000  of 

the  population  in  1920  to  22*44.  The  Death-rate  is 
10*98  as  against  9^93  per  1,000  last  year. 

The  chief  need  of  the  District  is  a  Water  Supply 
for  Ockbrook  and  Borrowash,  Draycott,  Breaston  and 
Sawley. 

The  Housing  Scheme,  which  provided  for  328 
houses,  is  nearly  completed  ;  309  of  these  houses  are 
now  occupied. 

Sewerage  Schemes  for  Little  Eaton,  Stanley  and 
Stanley  Common,  which  have  been  undertaken  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Government  Schemes  for  the  unem¬ 
ployed,  have  been  commenced. 

In  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  at 
New  Sawley  and  Shardlow,  the  thanks  of  the  Council 
are  due  to  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  for 
admitting  the  cases  to  their  Small  Pox  Hospital. 

Mr.  Forman’s  Report  is  appended,  and  I  thank  him 
for  his  hearty  co-operation  during  the  year.

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Annual  Health  Report  for  the  Year  1921. 


Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 

extremity  of  the  County,  and  surrounds  the  Borough  of  Derby, 
District. — The  Shardlow  Rural  District  lies  in  the  South- 
Eastern,  except  on  its  North-West  Boundary.  It  almost  surrounds 
the  small  Urban  District  of  Alvaston.and  touches  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Long  Eaton  and  Ilkeston  on  the  East  and  North-east  respectively. 

The  portion  of  Sawley  Parish  known  as  New  Sawley  and  a  small 
portion  of  Sandiacre  Parish  were  incorporated  to  the  Long  Eaton  Ur¬ 
ban  District  in  October,  1921. 

Its  extent  is  43,281  acres,  practically  67  square  miles. 

The  Northern  Portion  is  somewhat  hilly,  the  altitude  varying 
from  300  to  450  feet  above  sea-level.  In  the  Valley  of  the  Trent  and 
Derwent  it  is  flat,  again  rising  to  about  250  feet  at  Melbourne,  and 
400  at  Derby  Hills. 

At  the  1 9 1 1  Census  there  were  7,015  inhabited  houses,  and  at 
that  of  1921  there  were  7,865. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  house  is  4'2. 

The  Rateable  Value  in  October,  1921,  was  £218,920  consisting 
of  Agricultural  Land,  £60,080  ;  Buildings  and  other  Hereditaments, 
£150,870. 

The  Principle  Industries  are  Agriculture,  Coal  Mining 
(West  Hallam,  Stanley,  Dale  Abbey),  Lace  Making  (Sandiacre, 
Sawley,  Breaston,  Draycott,  Melbourne),  Cotton  Doubling  (Borrow- 
ash,  Diaycott),  Iron  Founding  ( Stanton-by-Dale,  Sandiacre),  Brew¬ 
ing  (Shardlow  and  Little  Eaton).  There  were  also  Boot  Factories  at 
Melbourne,  Paper  Mills  at  Little  Eaton,  Colour  Woiks  at  Spondon, 
and  Gypsum  Mines  at  Cheliaston. 

Geological  Formation. — The  principle  formations  are  as 

follows  : — 

Alluvium. — Barrow-on-Trent,  Elvaston,  Shardlow,  Sawley, 
Swarkestone,  RatclifTe,  parts  of  Kingston,  and  Little  Eaton. 

New  Red  Marl — Aston,  Breaston,  Chaddesden,  Cheliaston, 
Littleover,  Normanton,  Borrowash,  Ockbrook,  Risley,  Hopwell, 
Spondon,  and  part  of  Draycott  and  Kingston. 


Keuper  Sandstone . — Weston-on- Trent,  Hopwell,  Ockbrook. 
Banter  Sandstone. — Sandiacre,  part  of  Dale  Abbey. 

Middle  Coal  Measures. — Kirk  Hallam,  West  Hallam.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. —  Seven  Hundered  and  Fifty-two  Births  were  Registered 
during  the  year,  as  compared  witli  803  in  1920.  This  gives  an 
annual  birth-rate  for  the  District  of  22  44  per  1000,  as  against 
25 '08  last  year. 

The  natural  increase  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  384. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  as  actually  occurring 
within  the  District  was  333  During  the  year  quarterly  returns 
were  made  from  the  Registrar-General’s  Office,  with  the  object  of 
obtaining  greater  accuracy  in  the  vital  statistics  for  the  Sanitary 
Districts  throughout  the  country.  These  returns  relate  to  ‘‘Trans¬ 
ferable  deaths,”  that  is  to  say,  of  persons,  who,  having  a  fixed  or 
usual  residence  in  England  or  Wales,  died  in  a  district  outside  that 
in  which  they  reside.  Seventy-five  of  these  transferable  deaths  were 
notified  to  this  District,  55  being  *•  inward  ”  transfers,  that  is  to  say, 
deaths  of  residents  dying  in  other  Districts,  and  20  “outward" 
transfers,  that  is  to  say,  deaths  of  residents  of  other  Districts  whose 
death  took  place  in  this.  Deducting  the  outward  and  adding  the 
inward  transfers  we  have  a  net  total  of  368  deaths,  giving  an  annual 
death-rate  for  the  year  of  10  98  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against 
9  93  per  1,000  last  year. 

Twenty-one  deaths  were  registered  on  Coroner’s  Certificates,  and 
there  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  children  under  1  year  num¬ 
bered  67  compared  with  52  in  1920.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for 
the  year  was  89  09  per  1,000  births  registered,  as  against  6475  per 
1,000  fur  the  previous  year. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  Table  on  page  22  gives  very  detailed 
particulars  of  the  cause  of  death  and  age  in  weeks  and  months  of  all 
infants  registered  during  the  year. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — The  chief  epidemic  diseases  caused  8 
deaths  during  the  year,  giving  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  -23  per  1,000 
of  the  population.

Preventive  Measures. — The  following  are  the  measures  adopted 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infectious  Diseases  : — 

All  infected  houses  are  visited  on  receipt  of  the  notification, 
eithrr  by  the  Medical  Officer  or  Inspector,  or  both.  Arrangements 
are  made  for  the  patient’s  removal  to  Draycott  Hospital,  when  it  is 
desirable.  If  the  patient  is  isolated  at  home,  printed  instructions  are 
given  on  the  best  management  of  the  case  and  method  of  isolation. 
Post  Cards  are  left  at  all  infected  houses,  to  be  returned  to  me  when 
the  house  is  ready  for  disinfection,  and  the  work  is  then  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Inspector.  When  it  appears  necessary 
other  visits  are  paid,  to  see  that  the  instructions  are  being  obeyed. 
When  patients  are  removed  to  Hospital,  the  premises  are  usually 
disinfected  on  the  same  day. 

All  disinfecting  is  done  with  Formalin  Vapour.  “  Vapaform  ” 
lamps  are  used  ;  they  are  inexpensive,  handy,  and  require  little 
attention. 

Notices  are  sent  (when  necessary)  to  the  Headmaster  of  Day- 
Schools  and  Superintendents  of  Sunday  Schools,  giving  full  par¬ 
ticulars  of  children  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  and  stating  the 
length  of  time  they  and  any  other  children  in  the  house  should  be 
excluded  from  School. 

Disinfectants  are  supplied  to  persons  unable  to  provide  them. 

Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  to  Medical  Practitioners  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Diphtheria.  The  Antitoxin  is  stocked  by  the  Chemists  in 
various  parts  of  the  Districr,  so  that  no  delay  need  occur  in  the  Doc¬ 
tors  obtaining  the  same. 

Insanitary  conditions  found  at  infected  houses  were  dealt  with 
by  Mr.  Forman. 


A  very  efficient  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  established  at  the 
County  Offices,  St.  Mary's  Gate.  Derby,  by  which  Practitioners  are 
enabled  to  obtain,  for  their  patients,  the  benefit  of  all  the  modern 
methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  which  Bacteriology  provides. 
This  is  particularly  of  advantage  in  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuberculo¬ 
sis,  Enteric  Fever,  Meningitis,  and  Venereal  Diseases.  No  fees  are 
charged  for  routine  cases.

Regular  systematic  visits  are  paid  to  the  Schools  in  the  District 
in  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease.  The  returns 
of  Infectious  Disease  sent  by  School  Teachers  and  School  Attend¬ 
ance  Officers  are  of  gieat  value,  as  they  enable  one  to  keep  in  touch 
with  all  the  Schools  in  the  District  where  Infectious  Disease  occurs, 
and  to  judge  when  prompt  action  is  necessary.  They  include  not 
only  the  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  but  the  Non-Notifiable, 
Chicken  Pox,  Whooping  Cough,  Mumps,  Measles,  &c. 

Hospital  Accommodation. —  The  Draycott  Joint  Hospital  is 
available  for  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  Enteric  Fever 
cases  are  usually  removed  to  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary. 

There  is  no  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Small  Pox.  Your 
Committee  have  considered  the  question  of  dealing  with  cases  of 
Small  Pox  which  may  occur  in  the  District,  and  are  endeavouring  to 
make  arrangements  with  the  Long  Eaton  Authority  to  treat  any  case 
that  may  arise  in  the  District  at  the  latter’s  Small  Pox  Hospital.  This 
Hospital  has  been  enlarged  and  has  now  8  beds.  Three  cases  of 
Small  Pox  were  notified  and  were  removed  to  Long  Eaton  Hospital. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  admission  of  cases  of 
Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  if  sufficient  accommodation  is  available. 
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Owing  to  the  occurrence  of  Small  Pox  in  the  neighbourhood, 
Chicken-Pox  was  made  notifiable  in  the  District  from  Sept.  23rd, 
for  five  months.

In  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  Small-Pox  in  Long  Eaton,  a 
case  of  Small-Pox  thought  to  be  Chicken-Pox  was  discovered.  The 
diagnosis  was  confirmed  by  Dr.  Williams.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Long  Eaton  Authorities  the  patient  was  removed  to  the  Small-Pox 
Hospital. 

Contacts  were  visited  and  kept  under  observation  and  no  further 
case  occurred.  Compensation  was  paid  to  the  Contacts  for  loss  of 
Wages,  &c.,  to  the  amount  of  £14  ns.  2d. 

Shardlow,  2  cases. 

One  case  was  reported  of  a  woman  who  had  been  confined  eight 
days  previously.  The  Diagnosis  was  confirmed  by  Dr.  Barwise,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  woman  was  removed,  by 
arrangement,  to  Long  Eaton,  with  her  baby,  which  subsequently 
contracted  the.  disease  while  in  Hospital. 

Contacts  were  kept  under  observation,  compensation  being  paid 
for  loss  of  Wages,  &c.,  to  the  amount  of  £11  12s.  6d.  No  further 
case  occurred.

All  cases,  when  recognised,  are  reported  by  the  Medical 
Attendant  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  names  are  sent 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Nurse  is  also 
informed. 

After  her  visit  to  the  case,  the  Nurse  sends  a  report  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  noting  any  simitary  matters  requiring  attention. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  informed  of  the  same,  and  gets  these 
matters  rectified. 
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On  the  death  of  a  person  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  disinfec¬ 
tion  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  same  is  also  done  on  the  removal  of  a  patient  from  a  house 
in  the  District. 

Excellent  work  is  done  by  the  Nurse  in  getting  the  patients  to 
adopt  more  healthy  modes  of  living,  proper  dealing  with  the 
sputum,  &c. 

Generally  speaking,  any  matters  in  regard  to  treatment  are 
dealt  with  through  the  County  Authorities,  and  any  matters  in  regard 
to  Defective  Sanitation  by  the  Council.

A  site  has  been  purchased  on  the  Brookside  Road.  Area 
about  i a.  ir.  igp.,  for  8  houses.  This  scheme  is  in  abey¬ 
ance  at  the  present  time. 

Breaston. 

A  site  has  been  purchased  on  the  Draycott  Road.  Area 
ua.  2r.  4p..  for  66  houses.  All  the  houses  are  completed 
and  occupied. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  water  supply  for  these  houses  has 
been  overcome  by  arrangements  with  the  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board.  Water  is  obtained  from  the  Derwent  Valley 
Main,  which  runs  past  the  site,  by  meter,  and  each  house  is 
supplied  with  a  200  gallon  tank.

Schools. 


The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Schools  throughout  the  District 
is  good  on  the  whole.  The  Schools  were  all  systematically  inspected 
during  the  year,  the  inspections  being  apart  from  visits  paid  in  con¬ 
nection  with  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease. 

A  total  number  of  1664  children  were  examined,  including  92 
who  were  examined  as  “  Special  Cases,”  that  is  to  say,  children  of 
ages  other  than  5,  8,  or  13,  who  were  considered  by  the  teacher  to 
have  some  disease  requiring  attention.

— Notifications  of  Births  are  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County.  The  County  Health  Visi¬ 
tors  visit  all  infants  notified.

GENERAL. 1 

Systematic  Inspection, — From  time  to  time,  with  the  Inspector, 
I  made  the  usual  routine  systematic  inspections  of  the  District. 
Due  attention  was  given  to  Housing,  Water  Supplies,  Overcrowd¬ 
ing,  Drainage,  Closet  Accommodation,  and  General  Sanitation. 
When  necessary,  notices  were  served  by  the  Inspector  for  the 
alteration  of  defects  found. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milksltops. — The  Model  Bye-Laws  are 
in  force  over  the  whole  District.  Regular  systematic  inspection  is 
done  by  Mr.  Forman,  and  the  results  will  be  found  in  his  Report. 
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Offensive  Trades. — None  are  carried  on  in  the  District. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — None  in  the  District. 

Bye-L  aws ,  Adoptive  Acts,  &c. — Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  New 
Streets  and  Buildings  are  in  force  over  the  whole  District.  They 
follow  the  Model  Bye-Laws,  and  are  well  enforced.  The  Council 
have  decided  to  alter  and  bring  them  more  up  to  date,  in  accordance 
with  the  New  Model,  but  up  to  the  present  the  necessary  alterations 
have  not  been  decided  upon. 

Urban  Powers  under  Section  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
are  in  force  at  Aston,  Breaston,  Draycott.  Little  Eaton,  Littleover, 
Melbourne,  Ockbrook,  Normanton,  Sandiacre,  Spondon,  Sawley, 
Stanley,  and  Stanton-by-Dale. 

The  Sanitary  Provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment 
Act)  1907,  have  been  in  force  over  the  District  since  Aug.  16th, 
1910,  as  follows  :  — 

In  force  over  Whole  District — Sections  15-17,  20,  22,  23-5, 
27-38,  43-46,  49,  50,  52  67. 

Sections  21  in  all  Parishes  except  Aston,  Barrow,  Breadsall, 
Chellaston,  Dale  Abbey,  Risley,  Stanton-by-Bridge,  and  Weston. 

Sections  39-42  in  Littleover,  Melbourne,  Normanton,  Sandiacre, 
and  Spondon  only. 

Section  45,  P.H.A.,  1817,  and  Section  22,  P.H.A.  (A)  A,  1890, 
have  been  adopted  for  the  Whole  District. 

Factories  and  Workshops'  Acts. — The  Provisions  of  these  Acts 
are  duly  carried  out.  There  are  120  Workshops  on  the  Register, 
including  Bakehouses,  and,  on  the  whole,  their  condition  is 
satisfactory. 

Nine  Lists  of  Out-Workers  were  received,  representing  the 
names  of  79  out-workers.  The  names  of  65  out-workers  living  in 
other  Districts,  hut  employed  by  firms  in  this,  were  sent  to  the 
proper  Authroities.  The  out-work  employments  are  lace  and  curtain 
net-mending,  chevening  stockings,  and  boot  finishing. 
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The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  satisfactory  in  all 
factories  to  which  the  Section  applies. 

No  instance  of  the  employment  of  a  protected  person  in  a 
factory  or  workshop  in  which  no  abstract  of  the  Act  was  posted  up 
came  under  my  notice  during  the  year. 

All  Bakehouses  are  registered,  and  duly  inspected.  They  are 
all  in  good  structural  condition. 

There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in  the  District.

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence,  under  the  general  rule  ;  (b)  if  this 
district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had  no  fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ;  ( c )  failing  this, 
to  the  district  where  death  occurred,  if  known  ;  and  ( d )  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.

As  foretold  in  the  Report  for  1920,  the  cost  of  Public  Scaveng¬ 
ing  for  1921  has  decreased,  the  average  cost  per  house  being  14/if, 
or  1/6$  less  than  in  1920.  This  is  satisfactory,  especially  as  the 
work  generally  has  been  done  more  efficiently  ;  an  improvement 
being  noted  particularly  in  the  Parishes  of  Aston-on  Trent,  Breaston, 
Normanton,  and  Spondon. 

In  Five  Parishes  the  cost  has  increased  slightly,  viz.,  Aston-on- 
Trent,  Normanton,  Sandiacre,  Sawley,  and  Stanley.  In  the  remain¬ 
ing  Parishes  it  has  decreased,  Draycott  showing  the  greatest 
reduction,  viz.,  5/4  per  house. 

For  almost  the  first  time,  I  believe,  since  Public  Scavenging 
was  instituted  in  the  District,  Melbourne  is  not  the  cheapest, 
Spondon  having  that  distinction  for  1921. 

A  further  decrease  in  the  cost  of  Scavenging  can  be  predicted 
for  1922,  as  several  Contracts  already  entered  into  for  that  period 
show  a  considerable  reduction  on  the  1921  figures. 

During  the  year  a  Scavenging  Contractor  was  appointed  for 
Stanton-by-Dale.  This  was  due  to  the  Stanton  Ironworks  Company 
giving  up  the  scavenging  of  the  Parish,  which  they  had  formerly 
carried  out  privately.  This  makes  13  Parishes  that  are  publicly 
scavenged,  and  rather  more  than  6/7  of  the  houses  in  the  District 
are  contained  in  them  ;  and  they  also  include  all  Parishes  having 
200  or  more  houses,  with  the  exception  of  Chellaston,  Shardlow, 
and  West  Hallam.  In  the  case  of  the  latter  Parish,  there  is  a  good 
proportion  of  water  closets,  and  the  need  of  Public  Scavenging  has 
not  made  itself  felt.  In  Chellaston  and  Shardlow,  however,  the 
question  of  scavenging  is  more  acute,  and  tenders  are  being  invited 
for  the  former,  the  scavenging  of  the  new  Council  Houses  having 
precipitated  the  matter.  The  same  thing  may  happen  to  Shardlow 
when  the  Housing  Scheme  there  is  finished.
